DON'T  MISS  IT 
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MCG  TO  LAUNCH  MAJOR  EXPANSION  PROGRAM 

Sounds  of  construction  will  soon  echo  again  over  the 
campus  of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia.  Construction  of 
five  additional  buildings  costing  $6 .  46-raillion  has  been  au- 
thorized by  the  University  System  Board  of  Regents,  and 
will  be  financed  by  the  state's  "master  plan  for  education" 
bond  issue.  The  funds  are  a  portion  of  $71-million  ear- 
marked for  capital  construction  at  Georgia's  state-aided 
schools  of  higher  learning. 

The  new  structures  are  to  include  a  classroom-labora- 
tory building,  a  research  and  graduate  education  building, 
student  housing,  and  a  student  center.  The  h  o  u  s  i  n  g  will 
consist  of  8  0  apartments  for  married  students,  and 'dorm- 
itory rooms  for  120  single  students. 

The  new  grant,  according  to  Governor  Carl  E.  San- 
ders,  also  provides  for  practically  all  the  facilities  needed 

on  the  medical  campus  for  a  dental 
school.  "The  Dental  Association  is 
still  surveying  the  need,  "  he  said,  but 
when  this  need  is  established,  "just 
about  everything  will  be  there  to  start 
a  dental  school.  " 

Of  the  total  grant,  about  $4.  5-mil- 
lion  is  for  the  cla s s room- laboratory 
buildings,  and  the  research  and  gradu- 
ate education  structure.  According  to 
the  governor,  all  that  will  be  needed  then  to  get  the  dental 
school  in  operation  will  be  a  patient  clinic. 

The  new  buildings  are  expected  to  be  located  in  the 
Medical  College  Urban  Renewal  site,  adjacent  to  the  pre- 
sent campus.  Most  of  the  land  in  the  project  area  is  under 
option.  Large  portions  already  have  been  purchased,  and 
clearance  of  the  property  is  due  to  begin  this  summer.  The 
accompanying  aerial  view  shows  the  present  35-acre  cam- 
pus bounded  by  the  solid  white  line;  property  to  be  acquired 
via  the  Z6-acre  Urban  Renewal  project  is  enclosed  with  the 
dotted  line. 

The  Medical  College  has  experienced  dramatic  growth

since  1956.  Within  the  past  decade,  the  institution  has  ac- 
quired its  own  full-time  clinical  teaching  facility  (the  Eu- 
gene Talmadge  Memorial  Hospital.)  Other  additions  have 
included  a  new  ten-floor  research  annex  to  the  hospital,  and 
a  new  and  modern  medical  library. 

The  funds  approved  this  Spring  will  permit  the  school 
to  continue  its  program  of  development  with  a  minimum  of 
delay.  Plans  call  for  construction  to  begin  as  soon  as  a 
study  of  college  needs  has  been  completed  and  architects 
have  finished  their  building  design  work. 

A  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  Roy  V.  Harri  s, 
says  he  believes  the  new  facilities  should  be  completed  by 
the  beginning  of  the  Fall  quarter  in  1966,  and  that  the  Medi- 
cal College  complex  will  have  from  1200  to  1500  more  stu- 
dents by  1970.  He  predicts  that  the  School  of  Medicine  will 
be  graduating  about  150  students  annually  by  1970;  and  that 
there  eventually  will  be  more  students  enrolled  in  the  nurs- 
ing, technical  and  paramedical  programs  than  there  will  be 
in  medicine. 

A  campus  planning  committee  appointed  several  months 
ago  is  meeting  to  determine  the  most  equitable  use  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  area,  in  line  with  expected  college  needs. 
The  committee  is  composed  of  Dr.  Harry  B.  O'Rear,  col- 
lege President;  Dr.  Walter  G.  Rice,  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Medicine;  Dr.  Raymond  P.  Ahlquist,  As  sociate  Dean  fo r 
Research;  Miss  E.  Louise  Grant,  Dean  of  th  e  School  of 
Nursing;  Dr.  Rufus  F.  Payne,  Superintendent  of  the  col- 
lege's teaching  hospital;  Dr.  David  B,  McCorkle,  Director 
of  Student  Affair  s  ;and  Mr.  Thomas  N.  Dwye r,  college 
Comptroller.

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RESPIRATORY  AND  REHABILITAriON  CENTER 
PLANS  FOR  THE  FUTURE

An  expanding  clinical  study  program  devoted  to  breath- 
ing problems  in  children  and  young  adults  is  being  under- 
taken by  the  staff  of  the  Southeastern  Respiratory  and  Re- 
habilitation Center,  located  in  MCG's  Teaching  Hospital. 

The  Center  was  established  in  1957  as  a  regional  inten- 
sive care  unit  for  poliomyelitis  victims  v/ith  severe  degrees 
of  respiratory  insufficiency.  With  generous  support  from 
the  March  of  Dimes,  the  Center  has  directly  provided  com- 
prehensive respiratory  and  rehabilitation  planning  for  more 
than  one  hundred  polio  respirator  patients  from  the  south- 
eastern states,  and  has  played  a  significant  role  in  the  care 
of  several  hundred  other  p  a  t  i  e  n  t  s  (polio  and  various  dis- 
orders of  the  musculoskeletal  system)  requiring  the  use  of 
mechanical  respiratory  aids. 

With  the  changing  pattern  of  polio  patient  care.  .  .  from 
a  prolonged  c  o  n  V  a  1  e  s  c  e  n  t  and  rehabilitation  program  to 
short  term  admissions  for  re-evaluation,  modification  of 
respiratory  aids  schedule,  orthopedic  and  urologic  evalua- 
tion or  surgery,  training  in  the  use  of  some  of  the  newer 
functional  equipment  .  .  .  the  Center  staff  has  become  in- 
creasingly aware  of  and  involved  with  similar  problems  of 
a  diverse  group  of  patients  with  neuromuscular  disorders. 
These  include  muscular  dystrophy,  cervical  spinal  cord 
lesions,  scoliosis  due  to  a  variety  of  causes;  and  a  group 
with  p  u  1  m  o  n  a  r  y  disorders  such  as  asthma,  emphysema, 
chronic  bronchitis,  and  cystic  fibrosis. 

Chronic  pulmonary  disease  i  s  receiving  increased  at- 
tention i  n  the  older  adult  and  deserves  more  widespread 
study,  e specially  in  the  area  of  alterations  in  physiologic 
■function,  and  in  the  child  and  young  adult  where  early  rec- 
ognition and  appropriate  management  can  be  valuable  in 
in  helping  to  minimize  progressive  pulmonary  disability. 
Cystic  fibrosis,  for  example,  is  a  surprisingly  common 
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cause  of  recurrent  or  persistent  respiratory  illness  in  chil- 
dren. 

It  is  felt  that  many  of  the  skills  developed  in  the  com- 
prehensive staff  approach  t  o  the  severely  involved  polio 
patient  are  also  appropriate  to  the  study  and  treatment  of 
patients  with  other  problems  of  a  serious  and  prolonged 
nature.  At  present,  the  nucleus  professional  full-time  Cen- 
ter staff  includes  a  physician  director,  medical  social 
worker,  nurse  instructor,  and  pulmonary  functions  techni- 
cian. Participating  closely  is  the  staff  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Medicine  (phy siatrist,  physical  therapists,  occu- 
pational therapists),  staff  and  house  staff  members  of  the 
Divisions  of  Neurology  and  Orthopedics,  two  experienced 
orthotists  of  the  Medical  College  Brace  Shop,  and  the  staff 
of  the  National  Foundation  Respirator  Equipment  Pool.  The 
pool,  under  the  Center's  direction,  provides  respirator 
equipment  for  home-bound  p  o  1  i  o  (only)  respirator  patients 
throughout  the  eastern  United  States.  It  is  supported  by  a 
grant  from  the  National  Foundation  and  operates  from  a 
shop  and  warehouse  near  the  medical  campus.  Other  de- 
partments participating  regularly  in  the  Center' s  patient 
program  include  Urology,  Cardiopulmonary  Laboratory  of 
the  Division  of  Thoracic  Surgery,  Cardiology,  Psychiatry, 
Medical  Chest,  Pediatrics,  and  Radiology. 

Just  as  a  number  of  medical  and  paramedical  special- 
ists combine  their  separate  skills  to  provide  a  coordinated 
program  for  the  individual  patient  under  the  Center's  pro- 
gram, so  might  a  variety  of  civic  clubs  and  voluntary  health 
organizations  work  together  for  the  benefit  of  patient  care 
and  medical  research.  Such  a  cooperative  approach  already 
has  been  initiated,  and  will  be  of  immeasurable  assistance 
as  plans  develop  for  expansion  of  the  Center's  program. 

The  Augusta  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  (Jaycees), 
thanks  to  its  successful  sponsor  ship  of  a  recent  "Stop  Polio" 
campaign  in  Richmond  County,  has  awarded  the  Center  a 
grant  of  $  2  ,  7  5  0  through  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia 
Foundation.  Of  t  h  i  s  amount,  $2,  000  is  earmarked  for  the 
establishment  of  a  special  equipment  loan  project,  and  $750 
for  the  purchase  of  special  audio-visual  teaching  aids.  The 
latter  will  enable  those  participating  in  the  Center  program 
to  develop  training  materials  and  technics  for  professional 
personnel,  and  for  patients  and  their  families.  The  equip- 
ment loan  project  will  enable  the  Center  staff  to  place  an 
item  o  f  expensive  specialized  inhalation  therapy  equipment 
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temporarily  in  the  home  of  a  patient  enrolled  in  the.  study- 
program  in  order  to  assess  its  value  for  that  particular  pa- 
tient as  a  part  ofhis  treatment  regime .  Whe re  the  loan 
item  proves  significantly  beneficial,  the  patient  or  his  fam- 
ily may  then  be  advised  to  secure  such  a  unit  for  continued 
use,  and  the  loan  equipment  would  be  returned  to  the  project 
pool  for  eventual  loan  to  another  patient.  The  staff  feels 
this  to  be  a  very  worthwhile  plan  for  evaluation  of  technics 
and  equipment  prior  to  committing  a  family  to  an  expensive 
item  which  might  prove  unsatisfactory  or  unnecessary.  It 
is  hoped  that  other  groups  with  special  interests  will  follow 
the  Jaycees'  lead  and  contribute  to  support  of  this  project. 

Continuing  suppo  rt  from  the  March  of  Dimes  is  evi- 
denced by  a  recent  allocation  of  $7,  600  from  a  group  of 
Georgia  chapters  of  the  National  Foundation  to  provide  ad- 
ditional equipment  for  the  Center's  Pulmonary  Function 
Laboratory.  This  will  enable  the  staff  to  study  in  depth  the 
mechanics  of  breathing  in  a  number  of  children  and  young 
people  with  b  r  e  a  t  h  i  n  g  problems.  These,  of  course,  are 
areas  of  concern  in  the  new  and  expanded  program  of  the 
March  of  Dimes.  The  extension  of  activities  of  the  "Polio 
Center"  into  these  areas  seems  a  "natural.  " 

A  travel  grant  from  the  Augusta  Area  Tuberculosis  As- 
sociation will  enable  the  Center's  nurse  instructor  to  study 
and  review  inhalation  therapy  technics  in  other  parts  of 
the  country. 

Still  another  grant  will  support  a  student  in  Medical  Il- 
lustration, who  will  participate  in  a  special  summer  pro- 
ject dealing  with  chest  deformities. 

A  sophomore  medical  student  with  a  fellowship  from 
the  Division  of  V  o  c  a  t  i  o  n  a  1  Rehabilitation  will  spend  the 
summer  with  the  Center  staff  in  helping  to  develop  stand- 
ardized technics  for  the  analysis  of  pulmonary  disability 
encountered  in  the  patient  with  musculoskeletal  disease  who 
has  some  breathing  limitation. 

And  a  grant  of  approximately  $18,  000  from  the  March 
of  Dimes  will  permit  the  staff  to  continue  its  present  pro- 
gram for  the  poliomyelitis  patient. 

A  start  has  been  made,  and  work  is  under  way.  Much 
remains  to  be  done.  With  the  help  of  volunteer  organiza- 
tions, civic  clubs,  and  other  such  groups,  needed  support 
for  the  Center's  program  may  be  stimulated.  A  hint  in  the 
right  place  at  the  right  time.  .  . 
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FORMER  MCG  RESIDENTS 
PRESENT  SILVER  SERVICE 
TO  MEDICAL  LIBRARY 

The  new  Medical  College  library  has  been  presented  a 
silver  coffee  service  in  memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Robert  C. 
Major,  former  clinical  professor  of  thoracic  surgery. 

The  presentation  coincided  with  the  anniversary  of  Dr. 
Major's  death,  May  13th  last  year  at  Fort  Sanders,  New 
Mexico.  The  service  is  a  gift  from  residents  who  trained 
at  the  Medical  College  during  Dr.  Major's  lifetime.  It  was 
presented  by  Dr.  Ronald  F.  Galloway,  and  received  by  Miss 
Sadie  Rainsford,  college  librarian. 

Dr.  Major  had  been  as  sociated  with  the  college  for 
more  than  a  decade  before  going  into  private  medical  prac- 
tice. He  had  left  Augusta  in  January,  1963,  to  join  the  staff 
of  Fort  Sanders  State  Hospital. 

The  library,  completed  during  the  summer  of  1963,  is 
now  considered  a  medical  reference  center  for  physicians 
throughout  the  state.

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GEORGE  WILLIAM  SMITH,  M,  D. 
1916-1964 
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DR.  SMITH  KILLED  IN  PLANE  CRASH 


Dr.  George  W.  Smith,  chief  of  MCG' s  Division  of  Neu- 
rosurgery, was  killed  in  a  plane  crash  at  Lubbock,  Texas, 
April  18th.  Also  killed  in  the  disaster  were  his  wife,  Sara, 
and  his  mother,  Mrs.  Eula  Smith.  The  three  were  en  route 
to  Los  Angeles  where  Dr.  Smith  was  to  participate  in  the 
annual  meeting  of  t  h  e  Harvey  Gushing  Neurosurgical  So- 
ciety. 

Dr.  Smith  joined  the  Medical  GoUege  faculty  in  1956  as 
associate  professor.  Later  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
professor  and  chief  of  the  neurosurgery  service.  He  had 
been  active  in  the  college' s  teaching  program,  resident 
training,  patient  care,  and  scientific  investigation.  Re- 
search grants  were  supporting  his  workin  ventriculo-biliary 
shunts  for  obstructive  hydrocephalus,  and  his  participation 
in  a  joint  study  of  extracranial  arterial  occlusion. 

Dr.  Walter  Rice,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Medicine,  paid 
tribute  to  Dr.  Smith  in  these  words: 

George  W.  Smith  always  gave  me  the  impression 
of  a  small  boy  at  the  fair,  bubbling  over  with  the  ex- 
citement of  being  alive  and  ready  to  enter  into  any 
worthwhile  endeavour  with  his  boundless  energy  and 
enthusiasm.  My  remembrance  of  him  will  be  of  a 
man  who  lived  his  life  like  an  adventure,  found  joy 
and  fulfillment  in  service  and  achieving,  who  was  a 
competitor,  not  content  with  mediocrity,  who  had 
the  specialist' s  enthusiasm  and  skills  for  his  chosen 
field,  but  who  had  the  generalist's  broad  interest  in 
patients,   in  people  and  especially  in  students. 

He  was  what  i  s  known  as  an  all  -  round  per  son. 
His  interests  and  activities  were  wide  and  varied, 
he  was  a  gentleman  in  the  truest  sense,  kind  and 
considerate  without  being  effete,  a  strong  character 
with  sureness  of  spirit  and  personal  security. 

It  will  be  a  long  day  before  we  see  another  of  his 
like.

It  is  evident  that  student  research  covers  many  aspects 
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of  basic  and  clinical  medical  science.  The  college  encour- 
ages research  by  students  for  a  number  of  reasons:  (  1)  it 
is  of  significant  value  in  the  student's  educational  experi- 
ence; (2)  the  student  is  free  to  examine  a  single  problem  in 
great  depth;  (3)  the  student  is  provided  the  opportunity  to 
work  under  the  personal  guidance  of  a  faculty  member. 

The  student  research  program  is  supported  financially 
from  a  number  of  source s .  A  mode st  stipend  of  $600  to 
$800  for  a  three-month  summer  project  i  s  given  the  stu- 
dent. Other  research  costs  generally  are  provided  by  the 
faculty  sponsors'  research  funds.

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MINUTES,    FOUNDATION  TRUSTEE'S  MEETING 
May  3,  1964 
Macon,  Georgia 

Trustees  of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  Foundation 
met  Sunday,   May  3,    1964,   at  the  D  e  m  p  s  e  y  Motor  Hotel, 
Macon,  Georgia. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  o  r  d  e  r  at  1 1:00  a.  m.  by  the 
president,  Dr.  Sam  E.  Patton.  Present  were  trustees  Pat- 
ton  and  Lama  c  B.  Peacock,  and  trustee-elect  Billy  S . 
Hardman.  Representing  the  Alumni  Association  were  Drs. 
Robert  Martin,  III,  Jule  C.  Neal,  and  W.  Joseph  Williams, 
all  of  whom,  comprise  an  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Foun- 
dation. Also  present  were  Dr.  Harry  B.  O'Rear,  presi- 
dent, Nledical  College  of  Georgia,  and  Mr.  Warren  Hites, 
executive  secretary,  Medical  College  of  Georgia  Founda- 
tion. In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  Dr.  Neal  was  authorized 
to  vote  for  trustee  Neal  F.  Yeomans,  and  Dr.  Hardman  was 
authorized  to  vote  for  C.   Mark  Whitehead. 

Minutes  of  the  Trustees'  mi  e  e  t  i  n  g  of  December  1  5, 
1963,  were  approved  as  submitted. 

The  financial  report  for  the  fiscal  year  which  closed 
April  30,  1964,  was  reviewed;  and  an  audit  by  Mr.  Harold 
Gerardot  was  received  as  information.  It  was  noted  that 
c  L.  r  r  e  ii  i:  cash  on  hand  had  reached  a  level  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Trustees,  warranted  a  substantial  invest- 
ment. The  secretary  was  directed  to  authorize  the  Founda- 
tion's  Inve  stment  Committee  to  i  n  v  e  s  t  the  sum  of  $10,  000 
in  stocks  or  securities  selected  at  its  discretion.  It  was 
recommended  that  future  financial  statements  carr/  as  in- 
formation the  current  m.arket  value  of  all  investments  so 
that  the  true  worth  of  Foundation  assets  would  be  readily 
available . 

The  Trustees  then  approved  a  motion  to  allocate  an 
amount  of  up  to  $Z ,  000  f  o  r  the  Medical  College' s  student 
loan  fund.  It  is  understood  that  thi s  sum  will  be  utilized 
in  seeking  9:1  federal  matching  funds. 

A  report  from  the  Foundation's  Alumni  Day  Committee 
(Patton,  Neal,  O'Rear)  was  read  by  Dr.  O'Rear.  The  com- 
mittee's recommendations  included  the  following:    (1)  That 
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the  first  or  second  weekend  in  October,  1964,  be  designated 
for  the  first  general  Alumni  reunion.  All  graduates  are  to 
be  invited;  (2)  That  the  classes  graduating  15,  Z5,  35,  and 
50  years  ago  be  urged  to  have  reunions  and  appropriate 
functions  a  s  follows:  a.  Informal  get-togethers  on  Friday 
evening  of  the  reunion  weekend;  b.  Joint  banquet  (general 
Alumni  banquet  on  Saturday  evening  with  specially  desig- 
nated seating  for  each  class;  (3)  That  certificates  or  some 
other  appropriate  memento  be  given  to  those  members  of 
25th  and  50th  year  classes  who  attend  the  alumni  reunion; 
(4)  On  Saturday  morning  there  be  a  tour  of  the  campus  and 
facilities,  to  be  followed  by  a  scientific  program.  Speaker 
or  speakers  to  be  distinguished  graduates  or  others  se- 
lected. 

The  C  o  m  m  i  1 1  e  e  report  noted  that  special  mementos 
might  substitute  for  ce rtificates .  Alternates  such  as  steins, 
plaques,  bowls,  tie  pin  or  clasp,  might  have  more  appeal, 
it  stated.  Special  reunions  were  suggested  for  the  classes 
of  1914,   1929,   1939,   1949,  and  1954. 

The  report  was  approved,  and  the  Trustees  voted  to 
plan  the  general  Alumni  Day  for  the  fir st  w  e  e  k  e  n  d  of  Oc- 
tober, 1964  (October  2,  3,  4.)  Dr,  Neal  was  requested  to 
coordinate  professional  public  relations,  and  Dr.  Hardman 
was  appointed  to  represent  the  Foundation  at  meetings  of  an 
Alumni  Association  "Alumni  Day  Steering  Committee.  " 

As  the  next  order  of  business,  a  letter  from  Dr.  Edgar 
R.  Fund  was  read,  inquiring  about  the  disposition  of  special 
funds  which  were  held  in  trust  and  expended  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  late  Dr.  George  W.  Smith,  chief  of  the  Di- 
vision of  Neurosurgery.  Dr.  O'Rear  was  requested  to  act 
in  b  e  h  a  1  f  of  the  Foundation  in  subsequent  correspondence 
with  donors  of  the  various  neurosurgical  funds.  He  was 
asked,  however,  to  delay  any  letters  to  the  contributors 
until  a  successor  to  Dr.  Smith  had  been  appointed. 

The  Trustees  then  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  Robert 
B.  Dienst,  chairman  of  t  h  e  Medical  Microbiology  Depart- 
ment, asking  for  a  gift  of  $100  to  prepare  the  effects  of  the 
late  Dr.  Eugene  Murphey  for  display  in  the  Department  li- 
brary. The  request  was  approved,  and  the  secretary  was 
directed  to  request  that  the  work  be  completed  in  time  for 
inspection  by  former  students  during  the  Medical  College's 
general  Alumni  Day  in  October. 

Dr.  O'Rear  reported  on  the  recent  capital  construction 
grant  announced  by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  Medical 
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College.  He  noted  that  the  almost  $6.  5-million  will  be  used 
to  provide  a  student  center  and  food  services,  housing  for 
120  single  and  80  married  students,  a  cla s s room- laboratory 
building,  and  a  graduate  education  building.  He  said  the  new 
facilities  would  be  geared  to  allow  the  school  to  accommo- 
date first  year  classes  of  150  students  in  medicine,  and  en- 
tering classes  in  dentistry  if  a  school  is  established  by  the 
Regents,  and  100-  120  graduate  students.  It  was  suggested 
that  the  Foundation  might  be  interested  in  offering  planning 
support  as  development  of  the  new  facilities  moves  for- 
ward. 

Next,  the  Foundation  Trustees,  on  authority  of  the 
membership,  formally  inducted  Dr.  Billy  S.  Hardman  as  a 
member  of  the  Board. 

The  final  order  of  business  was  election  of  officers  for 
fiscal  1964  -  1965.  Dr.  C.  Mark  W  h  i  t  e  h  e  a  d  was  elected 
president;  Dr.  Hardman,  vice-president;  Dr.  Sam  E.  Pat- 
ton,  secretary-treasurer. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  1:30  p.m.  with  notice  that 
the  interim  meeting  will  be  held  in  Augusta  during  the  week- 
end of  the  Alumni  reunions.
